PHILADEDPHIA, May 65. — ‘“ The 
greatest day in the history of the Amer- 
ican shipbuilding industry,’’. was the 
way Marvin A. Neeland, President of 
the New York Shipbuilding Corporation 
of Camden, N. J., put it this morning, 
‘Just after he had seen the 5,548-ton steel 
freight steamship Tuckahoe slide off 
the ways, exactly twenty-seven days 
and three hours from the time that her 
keel was laid, beating the best previous 
record for speed in ship construction by 
twenty-eight days. 

“And a Jamn bad day for 
Kaiger,’’ added - ‘‘fommy ’- 
Superintendent of the Hull Division, who 
was directly in charge of the riveting 
gangs who built the Tuckahoe. 

It was not alone the launching of the 

. Tuckahoe, however, which made yester- 
- day historic in the annals of the ship- 
building industry on the Delaware. 
Great as was the enthusiasm which 
marked the occasion at the New York 
Shipbuilding orporation’s yard, it was 
at least equaled in the afternoon, when 
Edward N. Hurley, Chairman of the 
Shipping Board; Charles M. Schwab, 
Director General of the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation; Rear Admiral F. T. 
Bowles, U. S. N., in charge of the Gov- 
ernment ship-fabricating program, and 
Senator Duncan U. Fletcher of Florida, 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
. Foreign Commerce and Shipping, jour- 
fheyed over to the great Hog Island yard, 
and.held such a spontaneous patriotic 
rally, in the course of telling the work- 
men there what their brethren across 
~the river had just accomplished, as 
ever was seen before. 

Practically every fighting leader of 
the shipbuilding. program on the: At- 
lantic Coast, including the heads. of 
most of the rival yards, had been in- 
vited to be present at the launching of 

_. the record-breaking ship, and every one 
pf them that could possibly leave his 
own yard had accepted. 
Senator David Baird of New Jersey, 
who is nearing his eightieth birthday, 
whose home is in Camden, refused to-go 
up on the platform, and had a chair 
placed for -him. directly under the 
Tuckahoe’s towering bow, where he 
could watch every move of the workmen 
as they drove home the wedges, lifting 
the ship off the keel-blocks, and sawed 
through the massive wooden Keypiece 
releasing her in her cradle, 
The ship herself looked practically 
ready to go to sea as she lay. on the 
ways. Her funnel, bridge, and masts 
were in place, her deck fittings shipped,’ 
and her sleek sides, which showed every 
rivet driven home, freshly painted in 
war color. Along the forecastle rail and 
in the portholes showed the faces of 
many of the, men who had built her, 
taking the full measure of their triumph 
by going over the side with the ship, 
while the others were clustered like 
pwarms of bees all over the gigantic 
framework of the overhead crane run- 
ways on either side and above the ship. 
fhe entire upper surface of the big con- 
crete shipway was covered with the 
thousands of other workmen in the yard, 
their families and friends. 
The New York Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion band had been playing lively airs

This distribution of the Third Liberty 
Loan indicates that one out of every six 
persons in the United States may have 
participated in this loan. It is estimated 
that. 20,000,000 subscribers would have 
been required to have attained one sub- 
scription to each family in thg land. 

The total of 17,000,000 purchasers ex- 
ceeds the number of buyers in the Sec- 
ond Loan by 7,000,000, and is 12,500,000 
miore than in the First. . 

In announcing tonight that the final 
figures on subscriptions would not.come 
‘for at least eight days, the Treasury 
Department explained that incorporated 
banks and trust companies would make 
their final reports to the Federal Re- 
serve Banks on May 9, and four days 
later the Federal Reserve Banks would 
report to the Treasury Department, 

Loan’ committees and bankers who 
have been actively engaged in the great 
drive which closed Saturday night rest- 
ed.today, and as a result very few addi- 
tional sales reports filtered in to the 
Treasury Department. Totals now on 
hand showed subscriptions of $3,316,628, - 
250 in the’ hands of incorporated. banks 
and trust companies. They represented 
only sales in the Boston and Philadel- 
phia districts up to 11 o’clock Saturday 
morning, in the New York district up 
to 4 o’clock Sgturday afternoon, and 
inthe remaining districts up to 8 o'clock 
Saturday .afternoon. Final _ returns 
doubtless will greatly- increase the total 
now available. 


Jubilation Among Officials. 


The record of sales distribution caused 
jubilation among Liberty Loan execu- 
tives. It was taken as ample evidence 
that the Third Liberty Loan had been 
in fact a people’s loan, and that bank- 
ing institutions had been: called upon 
to.assume a smaller share of the burden 
of the Third Liberty Loan than of any 
other war loan yet floated. It is pointed 
out that the banks have been kept un- 
impaired and that the wide distribution 
means a minimum of financial displace-

GUNFIRE GROWING 


ON ITALIAN FRONT 


Italian and British Aircraft 
Bomb Foe’s Bases and 
Down Eight Machines. 


EMPEROR WATCHES BATTLE 


Vienna Reports Arrival—Move- 
ment of Tyrol and Trentino 
Troops Portends Offensive. 


ROME, May 5.—An increase in the 
intensity of the hostile artillery fire 
along the front, notably in the Lagarina 
and Astico valleys, {Tréntino front] 
and in the Fossalta sector, [Piave 
front] is reported by the War Office to- 
day. The Italian artillery also. has car- 
ried out numerous bombardments, and 
there has been additional intensive ac- 
tivity by the Capronis' and British air- 
planes, in the course of which eight 
enemy machines were destroyed and 
many tons of, bombs dropped. 

The official statement reads: 

There has been increased intensity 
of the hostile harassing fire in the 
Lagarina and Astico valleys and in 
the Fossalta sector. - 

Our artillery dispersed carrying 
parties-in the Stelvio area, fired with 
good effect on the Rovereto station, 
obtained direct hits on trains in the 
Conegliano station and caused a heavy 
explosion on the left bank of the 
Piave, opposite Nervesa. . . 

There were patrol actions on both 
sides between the Brenta and the 
Piave. 

The activity of our aircraft has 
been intense. Caproni tlights. and 
British airplanes, protected by num- 
bers of chasers, dropped aboyt nine 
tcns of bombs on the hydro-electric 
‘works at Cavedin, north of Mori. 
While this operation was in progress 
other machines renewed the bombing 
of the aviation ground at Campo, 
Maggiore, south of Lenico. 

Last night our airships, reaching 
by surprise the railway stations at 
Primolano and Bolzano. dropped their 
loads of bombs with good effects. 
At the same time an airship of the 
Royal Navy engaged enemy columns 
on the march,beyond the Tagliamento. 

Eight enemy. machines were re- 
ported destroyed, two of which fell 
in flames within our lines. 


GENEVA, May 65.—It is officially 
announced from Vienna that Emperor 
Charles, the Chief of the Austrian Gen- 
eral Staff and several high German and 
Austrian- officers reached the Italian 
front yesterday. This, with the con- 
siderable movements of troops in Tyrol 
and the Trentino reported from the in- 
terior, is interpreted to mean that the 
long-predicted offensive on‘ the Italian 
front soon will be begun.

AIRMEN KEEP IN ACTION 


Engage in Four Fights in the|} 


Same Sector and Germans 


Are Driven Off Each Time.

PATROL PERFORMS EXPLOIT 


Killing Three of Foe and 
Capturing Four. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, May 5, (Associated Press.)— 
The Germans again today attempted to 
occupy one of tie former American 
trenches in the Bois Brale, west of 
Apremont, in the Toul: sector, which 
was the scene of the fighting on April 
10 and 12. Soon after midnight the 
American patrols discovered that the 
Germans had crept into the position 
with a large number of machine guns | 
and tools, apparently intending to con- 
solidate the trenches with the German 
system. 

The American artillery got into action 
quickly, sweeping a high explosive bar- 
rage back*"and forth across the newly 
occupied ground, The guns:‘rained steel 
‘on the Germans until nearly daylight, 


‘Yarid when the patrols went eut to in- 


vestigate they. found not a& birigle. en- 
emy. Some material, however, had beer 
left behind. ‘ 

There appeared to be reason for beliév- 
ing at one time, after the Germans were 
discovered, another attack on the Amer- 
jeans was about to be launched, prob- 

. ° 
ably to cover the consolidation : effort. 
Only quick action by the . artillery 
smothered it. 

The Germans. seem determined to carry 
out their designs against this position, 
and it is not unlikely that more sharp 
fighting will be seen here, for it is 
valuable to the enemy, although -not 
very Valuable to the Americans because 
of the nature of the terrain. 

Four more aerial battles were reported 
today by American airmen flying in 
the sector northwest of Toul. All of the 
combats were indecisive, although one 
of the American machines returned with 
bullet holgs in its wings and two others 
with holes torn by fragments of shells 
from anti-aircraft guns. How the Ger- 
mans fared is not known. 

The first report was from the pilot 
of a pursuit airplane who encountered 
the enemy over the lines at a height of 
5,000 metres. The pair fought a duel 
for several minutes, the German finally 
turning quickly and, running into the 
direct line of the sun in his homeward 
way, getting clear. 

Later one of the American photograph- 
ing machines was attacked by two 
enemy airplanes. The American ob- 
server emptied one of his guns into one 
of the enemy machines. Then the 
American pilot exercised discretion and 
turned homeward. The Germans re- 
mained in pursuit until the American 
anti-aircraft guns picked them up. 
Then they turned and went home. The 
American airplane circled once or twice 
and then went back over the lines and 
calmly resumed the photographic opera- 
tions where they had been left off. 

Another report now available relates 
a somewhat similar incident, except 
that this time three of the enemy at- 
‘tacked two of our machines which were 
working with our artillery. 

In the fourth engagement a German 
sailed up in the direction of one of the 
American photographic planes, but one 
of the fast American fighting machines 
rushed in, causing the German to turn 
tail and flee toward home. The Ger- 
man _ anti-aircraft pieces got busy at 
the same time and broke out numerous 
‘*‘ flower pots,’’ or, as the British airmen 
call them, “ flying onions.” This is an 
“ Archie’ shell which, when it burstg, 
throws out in-all directions smaller pro- 
jectiles, each of which also bursts.

It is 








And Assembly Places By Fierce Fire 





French’ Make Gains in Raids and 


Patrol Actions in Locre Region— 


Hindenburg Preparing More Heavy Blows—Captared Letters from 
German Homes Reveal the Agony and Discontent of the People.

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ 
HEADQUARTERS, Sunday, May 65. 
—Early this morning the British 
guns doubled their usual dose of 
harassing fire, and kept the enemy’s 
roads and. assembly places under 
fierce bursts of shelling, so that more 
deaths will be notified in German 
villages, and the enemy’s guns were 
very active along our front all day 
yesterday in Flemish villages like 
Fletre, and La Motte, and Haze- 
brouck, and Vlamertinche with its 
skeleton church, then ir the Lens 
ared, by Gavrelle and Arleux, and 
further south above Albert, along the 
Ancre. 1 

Round about Locre the French 
troops made a few small gains in 
raids and patrol actions, capturing 
some ruined farms and houses, and 
some high ground south of Koudekot. 
The gunfire hardly ever ceases round 
about Locre itself and the hospice 
there, where, as I have described, 
there has been bitter fighting, so 
that the place has been taken, lost, 
and retaken several times by the 
French, with small parties of poilus 
led by a young officer with most 
gallant courage. 

I know this hospice well, and it 
will interest many. peaple to be. re- 
minded that in the garden Major 
Willie Redmond was buried, after 
the battle of Wytschaete, where he 
fell. In the garden there on the 
day of his funeral there was a guard 
of honor of Ulster soldiers and Na- 
tionalist soldiers, and,’ among the 
Generals and staff officers; the rev- 
erend mother and her nuns, to whom 
the hospice belonged. 

They laid flowers on the grave 
and went back then into the long re- 
fectory, where the Irish soldiers 
used to. dine, waited upon by these 
good women, who, as a sign of their 
love for fTreland, had’ painted on

There has been going on a sort of 
general feeling out of this part: of the 
line both on Saturday and Sunday. The 
British reported on Saturday that after 
a heavy bombardment the Germans en-’ 
deavored to advance behind an artillery 
barrage near Locon, a town about three 
miles due, north of Bethune, -This at- 
tack was stopped without gain. While 
no details are given, the probabilities 
are that it was no more than a heavy 
reconnoissance in force to determine 
the British strength at this point. Evi- 
dently the information. which was ac- 
quired as a result was not sufficient, 
so the same thing was tried again. 
This time the attempt was made a 
little further west, ‘near Hinges, which 
is just south of La Bassée Cantl, 
about two miles northwest of Bethune. 
Again,; however, the attempt was 
stopped before the British lines were 
reached. . But these two efforts, com- 
bined with the heavy artillery fire along 
the Lys Canal, indicate that this part 
of the line is about to ‘be attacked, al- 
though the plans may be changed as 
the result of the British show of 
strength. i 
‘There ‘ia,, however, good reason why 
this section of the front should. be’ the 
next to receive attention. In the first 
place, it is a-.section which has been 
relatively quiet for a long time. Not 
for at least two weeks has there. been 
any German attempt to advance, the 
fighting being all centralized in the hill. 
zone about Mont Kemmel. In the sec- 
ond place, the battle of Flanders is not 
an independent operation unconnected 
with the fighting before Amiens. The 
Amiens battle was held up because of 
the British defenses about Arras-Vimy 
Ridge and the heights of Notre Dame de 
Lorette.' The advance along the Somme 
and the Avre could not continue while 
these two points were held directly on 
the German flank. Therefore, the Ger- 
mans endeavored to flank them out by 
a drive on the north.

The British hold. and have held . con- 
tinuously the southern bank of La 
Bassée Canal. During the time when 
this front was active the Germans made 
, strenuous efforts to deprive the British 
of the protection of this obstacle, but 
to no avail.: The attacks, however, 
were not. made with the same weight 
or the same intensity as that which 
marked the Kemmel fighting. The 
length of the preliminary bombardment 
presages @ more serious effort, a more 
determined attack on this occasion. The 
advantage in such an attack will lie 
entirely with the defense. 

All of the ground between the Lys ana 
La Bassée Canal: is low. There.is: not 
a single element in the entire terrain 
above the general level of the plain of 
French Flanders. It is a difficult mat- 
ter, then, to mass troops: for such an 
attack without: the concentration becom- 
ing at once known to the defense. More- 
over, the very existence before the Brit- 
ish lines of the canal over which the 
Germans must pass gives the British a 
material advantage which has already 
cost the Germans heavily. Finally, im- 
mediately in the rear of this line and 
within easy range of the smaller field 
guns of the British there is a line of 
hills of which the heights of Notre Dame 
are but the eastern limit, affording ex- 
cellent artillery positions. 

A part of the German plan in this at- 
tack may well be also the clearing of 
the Nieppe Forest by a flanking opera- 
tion along the southern border. This 
object has also been previously tried by 
a frontal attack based on Merville, but 
has proved a failure. If the Germans 
can stretch their lines out along the 
canal by driving forward the point of the 
salient, they will have half surrounded 
the Nieppe Forest, and will thus have 
taken a step preliminary to:clearing out 
the woods. Thus two objects will be ac- 
complished at the same time. 





BRITAIN RETALIATES 
ON GERMAN OFFICERS 


Lord Newton Tells of Reprisal at 
One Camp—Would Prepare 
-to Go Further. 


LONDON, May 5.—In an address de- 
livered at Newton, Lancashire, Lord 
Newton, Assistant Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs, after referring to those who 
are dissatisfied because German pris- 
oners of war in England are not em- 
ployed under the same brutally severe 
conditions as British and other pris- 
oners are in Germany, said his experi- 
ence was that the best policy was to 
treat the prisoners well. 

‘It would, however,’’ he said, ‘* be 
idiotic not to retaliate when necessary, 
and during the last few days retaliation 
has been put into operation at a certain 


German officers’ camp in Great Brit- 
ain, because a Corps Commander of 
the 10th German.army persistently re- 
fused to remove grievances complained 
of by our men.”’ 

‘If the question were left to me,”’ he

ROME, May: ‘4 (Associated Press.)—

it was stated at the Vatican today when 
inquiry was made there regarding the 
report that the Pope would make a new 
peace offer on Whitsunday.

AMERICANS ON PIAVE TRIP.. 


Impressed ‘by Motor ~ Motor Boat Journey 
Along the Itallan .Fropt. 


ITALIAN FRONT, April 10, (Corre- 
spondence of Associated Press.)— 
Three Americans have just enjoyed the 
unusual experience of taking a motor 
boat ride on the Piave River, the di- 
viding line between the Austrian and 
Italian fronts. They are probably, the 
only Americans who have been on a 
boat on the Piave since the fall. of 
Caporetta. ‘They are Henry Carroll, 
Jr., the. United States Consul at 
Venice; Major Guy Lowell and Captain 
William Hereford of the American Red 
Cross. Major Lowell and Captain 
Hereford were in Venice to inspect the 
distribution of gifts of useful articles to 
soldiers on the marine front. The trip 
on the Piaye was arranged by the Ital; 
ian General commanding the headquar- 
ters near Venice. 

“The trip» was one’ of extreme in- 
terest,” said Captain Hereford. “It 
was necessary to. pass the barriers be- 
fore getting out into the Piave River. 
Once there the feeling was of being 
out in the open between your own men 
and the enemy. As a matter of fact, 
the Italians were a few miles further 


tq the north, where they are bravely’ 


holding the line against all assaults, 
‘* Major Lowell indicated on the slopes 
of the riverbank, a mass of what looked 
to be brown cactus leaves.

We had 
a lively interest in getting foodstuffs as 
speedily as possible. The general idea 
then was that great quantities of food- 
stuffs could be procured in the Ukraine, 
andthe Ukrainians undertook t deliver 
at least 1,000,000 tons by Aug. 1. The 
Rada, however, had no. means of insist- 
- ing on the delivery of the grain by the 

population. The Germans, therefore, 
had: to concern themselves with obtain- 
img deliveries in accordance with -the 
treaty. 

«" Our activity im this direction has 
been to a certain extent a source of dis- 
content.

“The interests-of our people, there- 
fore, were at stake. The Ukrainian 
Government was powerless to fulfill" its 
Obligations: Moreover,: the decree «was 
not’ addressed to’ the Ukrainian people, 
but to the German military authorities.

5.—Manufactur- 
ers of foodstuffs using sugar, with ‘the, 
exception of those Neted {na small pre 
ferred class, are to be fationed- by. the 
United States Food Administration, and 
their supply cut. down to 80 per cent, of 
the amount used prior to. Nov, 1,:1917. 

Firms which started in business or ex- 
panded their plants after that date will 
be cut to 50 per cent of their: uire- 
ments and firms which began operations 
or increased their. production. after “April 
1, 1918, will be cut off-entirely. ° 

These rules were announced today as 
effective on May 15, and have™ been 
adopted in order to assure sufficient sup- 
plies for home canners and ‘the commerr 
cial manufacturers of jams and other 
foodstuffs regarded as esséntial. 

Producers of non-ediblé products will 
be forced to go entirely without. sugar, 
as a survey of the stock on hand and 
thatewhjch will be available during the 
year has made it evident that careful 
conservation measures must be adopted. 

'Phe candy and soft drink trades’ will be 
affected by the new regulations, but it 
is believed that.in the manufacture of 
candy substitutes, such as nuts,: can: be 
used without appreciably reducing ee 
tity’ production. 

Included’ with the confectionery ané 
soft drinks in the rationing system are 
condiments, soda water, chocolate, can- 
dies, beverage syrups, flavoring extracts, 
chewing gum, cocoa, sweet pickles, 
wines, cereals, and invert: sugar. ~ 

Manufacturers of essential foodstuffs 
will be permitted to buy sufficient sugar 
to -meet their full requirements. : 

In this class are some preserves and 
packers of vegetables, catsups, and chili 
sauce, fruit and milk, manufacturers of 
jam, jelly, and preserves, tobacco and 
explosives, apple butter and glycerine, 
ice cream, (not including sherbets and 
water. ices,) druggists,| (for medicine,) 
\and producers of -honey. 

Ice cream is put on the preferred list, 
it was announced, to assure consumption 
of surplus milk supplies, and thus en- 
courage dairy interests to maintain pro- 
duction. . Tobacco+was placed in this 


sugar used by tobacconists is almost 
negligible, the chief: source of sweets 
being molasses. - 

“These definite classifications,”’ reads 
an announcement, ‘ protect the patri- 
otic manufacturer who has been observ- 
ing the request of the Food Administra- 
tion against competitors who have taken 
advantage of the sugar arias to in-

“ Control of. distribution will be in the 
hands of the Federal Food .Administra- 
tors of each State.. They will issue cer- 
tificates to all manufacturers. requiring 
sugar upon delivery of sworn statements 
showing the amounts to ‘which each’ is 
entitled. None of the distributing agen- 
cies will be allowed to sell sugar’ to any 
class of manufacturers except upon de- 


livery of certificates. The certificates 
cover the period from May 15 to July-1, 
when new conservation measures may 
be deemed advisable. 

‘‘ All sellers of sugar who are refiners, 
jobbers, retail or wholesale grocers ‘must 
cancel the certificates and retutn ‘them 
within one month after the: sale ‘to the 
Federal Food Administrator by whom 
they were issued.

Weekly Review Abandoned and 
Early Announcement of New 
Plan Expected. 


DAILY STATEMENT PROBABLE 


Whether to be Issued at Washington 
or Pershing’s Headquarters 
. Not Yet Clear. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—Harly an- 
nouncement of Secretary Baker’s new 
plan for furnishing the country with ad- 
equate and’ authentic’ accounts of the 
doings of “American troops in France 
was indicated téday when The Weekly 
War Review, heretofore issued by the 
department, failed ‘to make its appear- 
ance for the first: time in some months. 
In explanation, it was said the new 
publicity policy was nearing comple- 
tion and the old form of statement had 
been abandoned. 

It has been customary. for the state- 
ment to be given ‘out on Sunday. for 
publication the following: day and cov- 
ering operations in Europe up to the 
preceding Friday or Saturday. The re- 
view was made up at the War College, 
and the fact that it has frequently been 
certain that it was, founded largely on 
unofficial -_press reports in commenting 
on the situation, even on the operations 
of American troops, has made officers 
here skeptical as to its value. 

It is now believed that a more .offi- 
cial summary, dealing almost exclus- 
ively with the. activities of American 
troops as officially reported, will be 
substituted. Probably a daily statement 
will be made, although it is. not clear 
yet. whether this will. be made public 
in Washington or-at General Pershing’s 
headquarters. ‘

The Executive Committee’ of the New

Thrift Cards 
with a Twenty-five Cent Thrift Stamp attached, you can sel] for 
a 25c piece, ‘Be sure to explain the purpose of the card and how the 
Thrift Stamps are to be exchanged for War Savings Stamps. 
When your first lot of Cards and Stamps are sold, take the money 
from the sales and buy a second Jot. Continue to turn over your 
money in this way through the entire week.” 


Explicit and detailed information on the value of the Stamps, and 
on the Country’s need for the funds to be derived from thém was 
given each salesman.

And on Monday, J anuary tet, the men went at it. Never were 
six hundred salesmen more enthusiastic to do a full day’s work. 
Many of the.men used the demonstration method of selling. Taking 
positions in railroad stations and other public places, some of them 
set up a small collapsible table on the back of which was a big card 
with the words “WORKING FOR UNCLE SAM. BUY YOUR 
WAR SAVINGS STAMPS HERE.” Before him was a stack of 
Fhrift Cards, Savings Stamp Certificates, and sheets of Twenty- 
flve Cent and Five Dollar Stamps.

“Come on, be one of the first to go ‘Over the Top” with this 
proposition, and help feed and clothe the boys who are fighting 
for us at the front. Twenty-five cents is all that it costa you, 
Buy one for yourself and one for each of the children at home, 
THANK YOU,” 


' Joaned to the Government will be $907,988.00. 


Not satisfied with retailing the Stamps themselves, a-large number. _ 
of the salesmen “carried on” still further. They sold the stamps 
in large quantities to the jobbers of their own goods, and got them 
in turn through their salesmen to resell the Stamps to their cus- 
tomers. It was not uncommon for the salesmen to sell from. One 


to Two Thousand Dollars worth of the Stamps in this way, thus 


establishing a chain of distribution. 
And what were the results? —

“IT can’t begin to tell you how fine 
the people here have been,” said Private 
E. P. Dunn of Sydney last night at the 
Hippodrome, where 100 of the Anzacs

He 
directed the activities of a great or 
ganization of Consular officers and 


and even before the Bolshevist Govern- 
ment moved to Moscow the work of 
the office there was vast. 

Officials. of the State Department 
spoke tonight of Mr. Summers in terms 
of almost unmeasured praise. They said 
few men had given such important serv- 
fee to the country, and that he should 
‘be regarded as a wer hero as truly as 
though he had lost his life tn the 
trenches. Charles R. Crane, who as & 
member of the American Mission to 
Russia after the overthrow of-the Czar 
spent several months at Moscow, said 
Mr.. Summers not only worked night 
and day, but handied in masterful 
fashion a responsibility as great as that 
of any Ambassador. 

A native of Nashville, Tenn., Mr. 
Summers was 41. years old. He had 
been in the service .since 1890, when 
after attending Vanderbilt and Colum- 
bilan Universities, he was appoiated 
Consular: Clerk. Soon afterward he 
went to Barcelona, Spain, as Vice and 
Deputy Consul General, and during the 
years that followed he served at Mad- 
rid, at Belgrade, Serbia, and at various 
Latin-American cities. In August, 1916, 
he was recalled to Washington from 
Sao Paulo, Brazil, to act as Secretary 
ef the Pan American Scientific OCon- 
gress. Then he was detailed to- the 
Latin-American Division of the State 
Department until April, 1917, when he 
went to Moscow. 

In Spain Mr. Summers married a 
Russian woman of a prominent Mo3cow 
family, and at.
